JOHN  HOLLIS,  one  of  the  very  earliest  settlers  in  Maryland,  was 
the  first  of  that  name  to  appear  in  the  Chesapeake  Bay  area.  Some  authorities 
list  him  as  one  of  those  came  to  America  with  the  "Ark"  and  "Dove"  colonists. 
He  is  described  as  a  mariner  in  one  ancient  record.  Another  says  that  he  came 
from  Virginia  to  Maryland.  The  compiler  is  not  attempting  to  prove  any  precon¬ 
ceptions  or  assumptions,  but  is  looking  for  facts.  Here  are  some  incontestable 
facts  about  John  Hollis: 


His  name  appears,  under  several  spellings,  in  early  Maryland  Provincial 
r  Court  records.  (Bee:  Archives  of  Maryland,  vol.  1  of  Court  Geries.) 

"The  History  of  the  Society  of  Jesus  in  North  America,  Colonial  and  Federal," 
the  Rev.  T.  Hughes,  o.J.  -  Vol,  1,  p.5^8,  records  the  first  marriage  ceremony 
which  Father  White  officiated:

Archives  of  Maryland,  Vol.  1  of  Court  Series,  page  1 39>  presents  this  record 
that  marriage: 

"John  Hollis  made  oath  that  he  is  not  precontracted  to  any  other  woman  than 
Restituta  Tue  to  marry.  2  June  1 639*  The  marriage  of  the  said  John  Hollis  vrith 
the  said  Restituta  Tue  this  day  by  Mr.  Thos.  White."

In  16^7,  Restituta  Hollis  reported  to  the  Court  that  her  husband,  John  Hollis, 
had  been  "fatally  killed"  (sic).' 

The  compiler  lias  seen  no  evidence  of  the  names  of  children  of  the  said  John 
and  Restituta  (Tue)  Hollis,  -  if  any.  BUT,  there  were  these  (probably)  younger 
Hollises  in  the  area  records  after  1657 *

Several  competent  genealogists  have  told  me  that  it  is  their  opinion  that  ' 
taese  were  children  of  the  said  John  Hollis;  but  this  compiler  is  hot  prepared  to 
state  this  as  a  facti  To  emphasize  this,  the  main  body  of  these  "Hollis  Notes" 
begins  on  page  4,  after  the  indices  to  Hollis  probate  records  in  Archives  of  x.ary*- 
land  and  Delaware. 

Clark  Frisby  Hollis  (1777-1844)  is  the  principal  subject  of  this  work;  but  the 
compiler  lias  presented  herein  all  of  the  genealogical  data  that  he  has  gathered  on 
the  entire  Hollis  family  of  Maryland  and  Delaware,  in  all  of  its  branches.  Pie  hopes 
that  these  notes  may  prove  helpful  to  all  who  may  use  them.

(1948)  should  be  used  in  connection  with  "Hollis  Notes".

On  the  4th  day  of  September,  1675*  ~  'William  Mollis  of  Baltimore  County  in 
the  Province  of  Maryland"  who  described  himself  as  "the  unprofitable  servant 
of  ye  Lord"  made  his  will. 

"To  my  well  beloved  wife,  Elizabeth,  -  my  dwelling  plantation  called  Swamp ie 
Point,  with  all  houses  built  by  my  own  hand.'1 

"I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  oonne  William  Hollis  all  other  lands,  houses, 
plantations  (etc)  excepting  100  acres  called  Broade  necke ,  via:-  100  acres  of 
land  called  Holly  Hill,  50  acres  of  land  called  Howlott *  s  Nest,  Narrow  Neck 
100  acres,  and  the  halfe  of  380  acres  being  between  Thomas  Cole  and  myselfe, 
being  I50  acres."  (William,  Jr.  received  certain  specified  personal  property, 
as  well.)

For  this,  he  was  debarred  for  7  yoars  from  holding^ offico  and 
was  obliged  to  give  bond  for  his  good  behavior.1  His  political  sympathies  seem  oo 
have  been  pro-Par liament  and  anti-proprietary  in  the  Kendall  rebellion  .
